Increasing that Industry. 
New planta- 


tions, with an aggregate capital of over 
J25,OUO,<XX>, were started and old ones en- 
larged. The people have been struggling 
manfully for the past three 
years 
to 


meet the assessments on their stock to 
pay for the Immense amount of planta- 
tion machinery bought in the States, and 
now wish to enjoy the rewards for their 
conlidence In American protection. 


Hawaii cannot produce sugar as cheap- 


ly as Cuba. I. wish I had the reports 
for last year of all the plantations so 
I could state what the average cost was. 
I have, however, as a stockholder, re- 
cently' received the annual reports of 
three plantations, the figures from which 
will give a fair idea of the cost of pro- 
ducing sugar in Hawaii. These planta- 
tions are three of the best on the Isl- 
ands, and are fair representatives of the 
different kinds. Oahu IB a large estate, 
situated on the Island of Oahu, and is 
what Is known as an Irrigated planta- 
tion; $4,600,000 has been invested In this 
plantation. The other two, Honomu and 
Walluku, are smaller estates, one situat- 
ed on the Island of Maul, and the other 
on Hawaii. 
Both of these plantations 


are among the oldest and are fully de- 
veloped. 


Oahu last year produced 21,450 tons of 


sugar, for which It received tl.418.iZl.86, 
or $67.30 per ton. The operating expenses 
were Jl.016,366.08, or $47 per on. 
A net 


pront of $19.30 per ton. The duty on 96 
per cent, centrifugal Is 1.6S5, about $33.70 
per ton. Take this protection away and 
every ton of sugar produced by this plan- 
tation last year would have been at a 
loss of $14.40. 


Honomu produced last year 4402 tons, 


receiving $342,328.05, or $77.27 per ton, and 
ita operating expenses were $282,874.35, or 
$64.26 per ton; a net profit of $13.01 per 
ton. 
This plantation without the protec- 


tive duty would produce its sugar at a 
loss of $20.67 per ton. 


Wailuku states in its report for last 


year that the cost of producing a ton of 
sugar was $46.41. 
The average cost of 


these three plantations was 
$60.10 
per 


ton. 
I have not picked out three of the 


worst plantations; I have given you the 
figures trom all the reports I have. I 
am sorry that I cannot furnish the aver- 
age cost of all the plantations, as I feel 
confident the figures would be substan- 
tially the game. 


I do not wish to 
be 
understood as 


claiming that this state of affairs has al- 
ways prevailed in the Islands, or that 
Hawaii will always need 
the 
present 


protective duty. Prior to the extension 
of the American labor and immigration 
laws sugar was produced much more 
cheaply than now. 
Personally, 
as a 


stockholder, I have confidence 
In 
the 


business ability of those who have been 
trying to solve the problem of. raising 
crops with lli per cent of the labor need- 
ed to overcome all difficulties. Give them 
tim<. and I am sure they will find some 
spot on this earth where labor can be 
procured at a fair price. 
What we do 


ask is that we are not made to compete 
with a country at present, more favor- 
ably situated than Hawaii. 


One of the gentlemen who spoke last 


week mentioned the fact that this con- 
cession to Cuba would mean a great 
profit to American shipping. Hawaii has 
the proud distinction of being the one 
Territory in the world where American 
shipping predominates. 
I have not the 


figures for the past year, but In a report 
I made to the Department of State on 
the shipping of the Islands for 1S97, 1 
showed that S2 per cmt of the products 
of. the Islands was carried in American 
bottoms. The New York Mail and Kx- 
pi-^ss of March 3, lv^, commenting on 
my report. Bald:

CONFIRMATIONS.

siton. As stated in my last letter, the 
confirmations were delayed because no 
one seemed to have any personal Interest 
in pressing them. Mr. Edgar Caypless, 
who was a candidate for judge against 
Judge Robinson, hearing of the delay, 
went to Senator Foraker, chairman of 
the committee on Pacific railroads, where 
the nominations were referred, and urged 
that they be taken up at once. "I was 
a cand.date for the office of judge," h« 
said to Senator Foraker. "but the fact 
that I lost the place does not prevent 
me from urging my rival's confirmation. 
I know that the Territory needs the serv- 
ices of another judge, and I hope Judge 
Robinson will be commissioned as early 
as possible."

will not be forwarded till the next malL 
A rule of the Senate requires that con- 
firmations lie over a while, before the 
commissions are made out.

AIR SHIP SAILS 


FAR OUT TO SEA 


NEW YORK, January 28.—A cable to 


the World from 
Monte 
Carlo says 


Santos Dumont made two trips out 
over the water In his newest dirigible 
balloon today, going far out to sea. on 
his second trip, and eclipsing all of his 
former achievements. In 
the great 


crowd that saw the the experiments 
today, and who warmly congratulate* 
the aeronaut when he landed, were the 
Empress Eugenie and Archdukes Fer- 
dinand and Otto of Austria. 
The 


weather conditions were perfect. 


At 10:30 o'clock the gates of the aer- 


drome swung open and the airship ap- 
peared. Santos Dumont mounted the 
car, and, the ropes being disengaged. 
the ship rose about twenty feet. Then 
the motor was set working, and. mov- 
ing upward slowly at first, but ever 
growing swifter, the ship sailed out 
over the bay with the guide rope trail- 
ing in the sea. After a time the ship's 
speed was curbed and it poised above 
the waters as if about to sweep down- 
ward. The aeronaut had stopped her to 
adjust the balance and arrange 
the 


trailing rope, and this done, the motor 
was put in action again, and off went 
the air ship at a rattling pace. The 
yacht Varuna and a government launch 
followed in its wake. 


Describing a circle, Santos Dnmont 


headed for home, and. after 
having 


been in the air 
for fifteen minutes, 


alighted safely at the starting point, 
where an enthusiastic crowd awaited 
him. 


Still better was the second trip, made 


after luncheon. This time Santos Du- 
mont went right out to sea and per- 
formed innumerable evolutions. show- 
Ing his complete control over the ma- 
chine—rising. 
descending. 
turning, 


stopping and darting ahead. Again ev- 
ery movement was carried out with as- 
tounding ease. Then he turned inland 
once more, soaring over the Casino and 
castle and finally alighting, after an 
absence of about half an hour, to re- 
ceive the renewed congratulations of 
the. spectators. The triajs were in ev- 
ery respect a magnificent success, and 
Santos Dumont is greatly pleased- He 
will continue his trial trips daily, so as 
to thoroughly test the airship bef.irp 
undertaking the Cors-can Journey.

INCREASED COST OF LIVING. 


The advance of the cost of living in 


3.he United States has of late attracted 
much attention in many of the finan- 
cial journals, and in the Literary Di- 
gest, from which we quote. Dun's Re- 
view, one of these journals, 
recently 


published a statement giving the prices 
of the different commodities on Janu- 
ary 1. Compared with July 1, 1897, 
these prices show an advance of 40 per 
cent., while there is a decrease of 16 
per cent, compared with the cost in 
1860. 
The most notable advance has 


been in breadstuffs. 
The Review con- 


tinues- 


"Examination 
of the 
index number 


table shows that the farming population 
receives the greatest share of enhanced 
prices, the rise In breadstuffs falling lit- 
tle short of 90 per cent , while meats rose 
nearly 30 per cent., and dairy and garden 
products 75 per cent 
Much of the latter 


Is due to the change. In season, a^ 
milk, etc., are all more expensive 


In winter than in mid-summer, but this 
factor enters into the record and cannot 
be Ignored." 


The New York Financier, in solving 


the cause of prevailing high prices tells 
us that during this period of advanced 
prices there has been a marked degree 
of prosperity. 
In this prosperity the 


amount of visible money in circulation 
and the per capita circulation count 
for little. "Pan of the latter Is perma- 
nently in banks, and the larger per- 
centage is passing throug-h these 
in- 


stitutions from day to day." 
It contin- 


ues. 


"There has been a gradual rise in per 


capita circulation In the United States 
it 


of expensive dinners were unus- 


ual events, and on the whole the Pres- 
ident had much ease and as little 
worry aa the head of any State could 
expect. The village spirit so far pre- 
vailed in the time of Jeffeiuon and lat- 
er that the executive could safely go 
among the people, Inquiring Into their 
concerns, and was neither molested nor 
overworked.

or permitting them to die.

He has questions of patnjnage to set- 
tle, a multitude of 
appointments 
to 


make, party policies to direct, and wfth 
it all he must be accessible to the most 
trivial caller at his public receptions 
and to thousands who should transact 
their business with a subordinate at his 
private ones 
Day In and day out he 


:s a target for critlcisjn and abuse. Is 


any wonder that the average Presi- 


dent does not long outlive his Incum- 
bency of office? 


It would be a humane service to the 


executive if the people, letting the tra- 
dition «f democracy draw back to the 
past days when it fitted national con- 
ditions, would permit the President to 
be exclusive.

vassed names for the governor's place, 
that he tested Sam Parker s discretion 
and found it a negligible quantity, and 
that now he seeks enlightenment at the 
hands of a man whom he knows to

ONTRACTS were made with John 


T. Baker, of the Union Oil Com- 
pany of California, before his de- 


parture in the Alameda Wednesday, 
which mean the introduction of oil as 
fuel on the two greatest plantations of 
this Island, on the same terms as ar; 
now being projected the supplies ol 
the Haul estates. The contract 
was 


made with Castle & Cooke, the agents 
of the Ewa and Waialua plantations, 
and the details of the transactions will 
*\e arranged in San Francisco by E. IK 
TTiney, of the company, who accom- 
panied Mr Baker. 


This deal, which is second only to the 


arrangement which was- mad" last fall 
by the same man, covering the supply- 
ing to the principal Maul 
plantations 


which use artificial irrigation, if fuel 
oil for the power plants, was concluded 
soon after the arrival here of Mr Ba- 
k°r. The contract is said to cover the 
delivery of the oil at the various purr.p- 
jng plants of the estates, at a price 
v Men will mean a saving of mora than 
te» per cent over coal to t ie planta- 
tions mentioned. This will involve also 
the keeping here of s-jnh a supply by 
the company as will protect the users 
of the fuel from shortage in the event 
«f amy marine disaster. 


The amount of oil which will be Im- 


ported to this island alone will be in 
the neighborhood of IM.tOO barrels a 
year. The present coal consumption on 
the plantations named is something 
like

Should this be the ratio in practice, it 
would entail the keeping on hand a 
maximum of 100,000 barrels of oil to 
prevent any shortage here, owing to 
the wrecking of ships or tenders 


It is the intention of the Union Oil 


Company to erect storage tanks of 
large capacity at various points around 
the islands, where there is a demand 
for the fuel oil. Before leaving for the 
coast Mr. Baker appointed the B. F. 
Dillingham 
Company Ltd., as the 


agents of the Union OH Company, and 
the result is that the latter have been 
consulted In the arrangements 
The 


plan is to erect at the lower end of the 
railroad yards io Palama a yard of 
tanks, with capacity for 100,000 barrels 
of oil. The site has not been chosen 
absolutely, but it is understood that 
there will be such a site chosen as will 
provide easy access to the 
railroad 


wharves, and a cheap loading of the 
cars. The oil will be pumped from the 
ships to the storage tanka and from 
those storage reservoirs to the tank 
cars. In which it is to be carried to the 
place of consumption. This will mean 


25, and will be built upon the present 
grounds on Wilder avenue. 
The new 


building will not anly be used for the 
Sunday School classes but it is Intend- 
ed also aa a public assembly ball, and 
will be riven over to public functions 
when occasion requires It.

ments at Washington, continues, and this 
act in conjunction with the

.vailable supplies of other canp sugars, 
has developed a firmer feeling in the 
aw sugar market It would appear that 
efiners have less supplies on hand than 
was thought to be the case, and they 
iave been obliged to enter the market 
freely, the result being manifest in the 


nnness now displayed. Later on, how- 
*ver, holders of Cuban Sugars will be- 
eme anxious to market their supplies, 
which are augmenting rapidly, and it 
would not be surprising to see the mar- 
et depressed in consequence. In Cuba 
IHS number of plantations grinding is 139 
•gainst 118 last year. The prospects for 
Congressional action favorable to a sub- 
stantial reduction in duties on Cuban 
sugars appear to be less encouraging', 
advices indicating that the Ways and 
Means Committee of Congress will sub- 
mit a report opposing such reduction, the 
testimony of those favoring the beet su- 
gar Interests in this country, aided by 
the representations of the Louisiana 
planters, having apparently exerted great 
Influence.

THE LEPE! 


Dr, Alvarez States 


Interesting

R. Alvarez contributes the follow- 
ing views on the Hawaiian leper 
system which he has already sent 


to a previous Board of Health: 


Sir:— In reply to your request for my 


views of the reforms 
needed 
In 
our 


methods of dealing with leprosy, I send 
you a copy ow my unpublished report 
to the Board of Health, submitted nlu>rt- 
ly after my return from the Lepra Con- 
ference held in Berlin, and which I at- 
tended. 
This report contains some suggestions 


to improve the efficiency of the law of 
segregation; but, as it does not cover 
the whole ground of needed reforms, al- 
low me to point out an outline of the 
plan that, In my- opinion, ought to be 
followed in dealing with 
this 
difficult 


problem. 
The repeated statements to the effect 


that leprosy is "almost stamped out" are 
not borne out by the facts. On the con- 
trary, it may be said that the law of 
segregation signed by the king Jan. 3, 
1865, after ' thirty-five years' trial, has 
failed to stamp out the disease.

These figures prove that in 1866, with a 


population of 60,000 Hawaiians, we had 
106 lepers, whereas at present, with a 
population of 30,000 Hawaiians, we have 
1100 lepers in the settlement and perhaps 


, 550 at large. Of course, the exact num- 


ber of lepers at large Is not known. The 
last official estimated1 number that I 
have at hand gives 664 as the probable 
number of lepers outside of the settle- 
ment. 


If we add 50 as the probable number of 


lepers at large in 1866, we will have 155 
lepers out of a population of 60,000 Ha- 
waiians, or one leper for 387 Hawaiians. 
At present we have 1650 lepers out of a 
population of 30,000 Hawaiians, or one 
leper In every 19 Hawaiians. 


These figures are not in accord with 


the statements often made in the public 
press that "We have nearly succeeded in 
stamping out leprosy among our people." 


All the leprologists who have come to 


this Territory to investigate leprosy left 
us with a feeling of disappointment as 
to the supposed benefits of our law of 
segregation. 


Dr. Prince A. Morrow of New York, 


one of the highest authorities on leprosy 
in the United States, expressed the opin- 
ion that segregation fs a failure, and 
that the disease is on the Increase. 


Dr. J Ashburton Thompson of Sydney, 


who spent some time in these Islands in 
1S96, 
expresses himself as follows: "It is 


thought at the present time by those at 
Honolulu who are in the best position to 
judge that the outbreak 1s now Uecl'ning 
The evidence that this Is so is not as yet 
such as can be easily apprehended by the 
foreign visitor: and It is the case that 
during the last 30 years a similar opin- 
ion has been expressed from time to 
time, only to be contradicted a little lat- 
er by acknowledged facts." 


Dr. Dom J. Souton f>I Paris, a priest 


and physician, who has devoted his life 
to the study of leprosy, visiting nearly 
every place where there are lepers, left 
us about a year ago very much disap- 
pointed as to the results of our law of 
segregation, and the manner In which 
it is carried out 


He criticizes the lack of medical treat- 


ment for leprosy in the following terms: 


"No attention is paid to the treatment 


of leprosy, there is a physician at Ka- 
lawao, but his time Is taken up with 
treating accidental maladies " In anoth- 
er part of his report he adds- "I have 
met in Molokal many persons who for- 
merly were believed to have leprosy but 
who for several years past 
have not 


shown any symptoms of the disease." 


H<> concludes his report as follows: 
"The Rovernment spends a considerable 


sum every year to maintain the two, vll- 
laeeg of Molokal (Kalawao and Kalau- 
papa). Every leper costs about 450 francs 
a year, thus imposing an appropriation 
of 504,000 francs 
Ifwe admire this gen- 


proslty, we cannot help resetting the

LOCAL VIEWS OF WILCOX AND 


HIS EXECRATED LEPER BILL 


The Friend says: 
Delegate 
"Wllcox 


has presented In Congress a bill to have 
the Federal government assume ^ the 
charge of the Hawaiian leper settle- 
ment on Molokal, and send thither all 
the lepers now In the United States. 
This proposition meets here 
with a 


general outcry of indignant hostility. 
The objections felt range themselves 
mainly under the following heads: 


1.—A strange and disorganizing ele- 


ment will be Introduced from abroad 
among 
the now homogeneous 
and 


peaceable community of Hawaiian lep- 
ers. The new comers being of a dif- 
ferent race and temperament, will not 
harmonize with the old community, and 
severe friction will result. This will be 
aggravated by the fact that the stran- 
gers being exiled and cut oft from home 
ana friends will be Intensely dissatis- 
fied. 


2.—Hawaii will become marked off as 


the great leper reservation of the Unit- 
ed States, and will become an object of 
contempt and loathing. Instead of be- 
ing the Paradise of the Pacific, to be 
sought by tourists, we shall get the evil 
repute of being a leprous Gehenna, a 
place to be shunned, an infected region. 


There are besides, the following ad- 


verse considerations from 
the 
conti- 


nent. 


S.—It will be a terrible and useless 


hardship to exile the unfortunate suf- 
ferers to a location far remote from 
their relatives and friends. Their places 
of segregation should be within reason- 
• »•»•••»• »•••»•*>••»»» 


able distance from their homes. * The 
hardship will be enhanced 
by being 


consigned to association with people 
of another race. 


4.—It is out of the power of the Fe4- 


eral government to enact laws exiling 
people from the State where they, be- 
long. Even the State authorities can- 
not deport their citizens outside of 
their own bounds. The proposed law is 
wholly unconstitutional. 


It seems strange that a delegate of 


Hawaiian blood should propose a meas- 
ure so repugnant to his own people as 
well as to all others. Probably this 
evil bill will meet with deserved 
re- 


jection from Congress. 


The Independent says: A yarn Is gor 


Ing the rounds amongst a certain class 
that the delegate was approached, we 
say this advisedly, by three members 
of Congress, and with a little persua- 
sion—in the "you scratch my back and 
I scratch yours" policy—he consented 
to Introduce it without consulting the 
wants and wishes of his constituents In 
the matter. The saying is that this was 
done to test his patriotism and sincer- 
ity, it having been learned that he had 
a certain weakness and an over-fond- 
ness for filthy lucre, and It is alleged 
the test proved very successful.

At present we have dot a hospital in 


the whole Territory devoted to the treat- 
ment of leprosy. 
Neither are lepers al- 


lowed to receive treatment for leprosy at 
their own expense.

fear that the Board of Examiners may 
make a mistake, from which there is no 
appeal. I believe that the law ought to 
provide some safeguard to prevent sucti 


I mistakes. You will see by the report of 
JDr. Sauton that there are people In Mo- 
lokai who are not lepers. 


Were these persons sent there by rnis- 


>take in diagnosis? Since the decision of 
the examiners that a person is a leper 
carries with it the sentence that such a 
person is to be uepr.ved'of his liberty 
for the rest of his life, we cannot be too 
careful to avoid a dreadful mistake. 


To remedy the evils' above enumerated 


It will be necessary to build a well ap- 
pointed hospital with laboratory facili- 
ties on large grounds 
near 
Honolulu, 


where all doubtful cases could be kept 
under observation, 
and by bringing to 


our aid the recent discoveries In biologry 
and bacteriology, the nature -of the dis- 
ease could be determined. 
By treating 


those found to be lepers at this very- 
early stage of the disease, a cure would 
result In many cases. 
All children ot 


school age detained in this hospital could 
be taught reading, writing, 
gar>Jerir>g, 


etc. 


Having disposed of this numerou* and 


dangerous class of people hitherto c-'lled 
"suspects," by gathering 
them 
In the 


hospital and determining whether they 
are lepers or clean people, it remains tor 
us to deal with another large number of 
people who spread the 
disease

among- their families and friend", name 
1}. the unsegregated lepers. 


To Isolate the large number of lepers 


now at large is the most difficult prob- 
lem that we have to c'tal 'with, for all 
our efforts to stamp out leprosy by seg- 
regation have failed and will continue to 
fail until isolation is made complete and 
thorough. 


The importance of this subject

well recognized at the 
Berlin

Conference, and much time was devoted 
to discussing the methods to be employed

As you will see by my report. Dr. Han- 


sen, the discoverer of the germs of lep- 
rosy, advised me to urge the Board of 
Health to adopt the methods that he 
has tried In Norway with the most hap- 
py results. He said that If the district 
physicians of Norway who have been ed- 
ucated In a country where leprosy pre- 
vails, are not always able to make an 
early diagnosis without 
his assistance, 


we certainly should not expect our dis- 
trict physicians, who come from coun- 
tries whereleprosy is unknown, to rec- 
ognize the disease in its early stages. 


Dr. Hansen advises us to employ a 


physician of experience who would visit 
the outer districts assisting the govern- 
ment physicians in arriving at a diag- 
nosis In difficult cases, and at the same 
time lecturing to the people on the dan- 
ger of keeping their leper relatives or 
friend" in their families. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


We mu«t ' arrive at a correct diagnosis 


in the nJmerous class of cases called 
suspects. 


Treat all mild and recent cases of lep- 


rosy in the hospital to be established for 
that purpose, sending to Molokai only 
thore who^e cases are incurable. 


Mitigate the severity and harshness of 


the present law, so as to make it less 
objectionable to the people. 


We should not persist in the attempt 


to deceive ourselves int > the belief that 
we have been stamp'ng out the disease 
from these Islands v, hile the number of 
lepers !<: increasing among us in spite 
of the rapid diminution of the native 
population, and, finally, let us not post- 
pone th's difficult problem when prompt 
action is demanded.

EACE will spread over the Chinese 
colony today, like the smile which 
is now extending over the coun- 


tr 


tenance of the Celestial when he con- 
templates the recurrence of the great- 
est feast of his race—New Year's Day. 
Of course there is a possibility of a 
failure to connect In the plans, just as 
there is the constant danger of miss- 
ing the feast, which hangs over the 
head of every one of the thousands of 
Orientals who are making ready for it. 


After three days' hard work the com- 


mission which has been laboring for 
peace, last evening arrived 
within 


sight of a settlement. The 
negotia- 


tions were first taken up on the basis 
of a court, with ten members on each 
side and one non-partisan judge, but 
this did not last long and finally the 
work was undertaken by a 
smaller 


committee, which went a.t the difficul- 
ties with a will, meeting in the office 
of Yee Wo Chan Company for long ses- 
sions, the one which closed last even- 
Ing a't ten o'clock being the most Im- 
portant one. 


When the task cf closing up th« 


breach between the two factions was 
undertaken 
there 
were 
discovered 


something more than a score of mat- 
ters which needed adjustment 
These 


included the fixing of the lists of offi- 
cers, which is the only point on which 
agreement has not been reached, a new 
provision for the taking care of the 
money which remains on hand, and 
minor matters, which while they affect 
the Inside workings of the society, are 
without any great significance In gen- 
eral. 


Happily the discussion was led along 


the minor lines, and in these the chorus | 
was only slightly discordant, and very 
soon reached a chord which was pleas- 
Ing to all, and brought peaceful 
re- 


sults. The most discussion arose over! 
the proposal that the fund of 
$10,000, i 


which was remaining after the carry-1 
ing through of the plague scare, 
be 


given into the hands of a committee, 
of fifteen for administration. This com- j 
mittee, which was named in the con-1 
sultation, comprises many of the very | 
best of the business men of the Chi-1 
nese quarter, and as there is about an j 
equal division as*to affiliation in this 
fight, there was nothing on which ob- 
jection could hang. 


Concessions were made all along the 


line by the parties to the discussion, 
and the desire to have peace was man- 
ifested in many ways. Between the ] 
sessions of the committees there were 
several calls paid, these including one 
upon the consul by a couple of the Bow 
Wong leaders, and a call by that offi- 
cial upon some of the reformers in the 
United Society. This had the result of 
bringing the people closer together, so 
that there was a very great chance 
that there should be no failure of the 
negotiations. 
When the final session 


so far was held there was only the one 
point to be settled, as to what was to 
be done In the way of dividing the of- 
fices and the honors between the two 
sets of officials which are the represent- 
atives of the two factions. There are 
thirty of these officials in each body, so 
that it is a case of one-half of that 
number losing all official title and one 
also losing emolument, for the one pay- 
ing office, that of assistant secretary, 
has its two claimants as well.

Board of health 
to Make Tests 


on Lepers. 


(From Thursday's daily.) 


The Board of Health at yesterday's 


regular meeting endorsed the Advertis- 
er's crusade for a trial of the tua tua 
plant as a leprosy cure and Dr. Oliver 
was Instructed to make a test of the 
remedy upon five or six patients at 
Molokai, and continue the experiments 
for a year if necessary to learn wheth- 
er or not there is merit in it. 


The suggestion upon which this ac- 


tion was taken was made by Dr. C. B. 
Cooper and was unanimously endorsed 
by the members of the board present- 
President Sloggett, E, 
P. 
Dole, 
Dr- 


Moore, Dr. Cooper, E. A. Mott Smith, 
F. C. Smith and Dr. Moore. 


When the regular 
business of the 


meeting had been concluded, Dr. Coop- 
er asked If anything was being done in 
regard to the use of tua tua as a rem- 
edy 
for leprosy. President Sloggett 


stated that no action had yet be«n ta- 
ken an view of the rer>o. t made by Dr. 
Hoffman and Dr. Camp two years ago 
in which only negative 
results had 


been obtained. Executive Officer Pratt 
stated that Dr. Oliver, who is in charge 
of the leper settlement, had written for 
a quantity of the tua tua plant and he 
had intended to forward it. 


Dr. Cooper stated that in view of the 


statements made in the Advertiser and 
the reports of successful treatments in 
several cases, that a full trial of the 
remedy should be made- 
He said he 


was aware of the negative report made 
by Dr. Hoffman and 
Dr. Camp, 
but 


that, the trial had been too ifmited, and 
a complete test had not been made. He 
said the 
board owed it to the people 


to show that they were willing to elo 
all in their'power to help the unfor- 
tunates at Molokai and if tua tua had 
any of the merits claimed for it. It was 
the duty of the board to try and put 
them to some practical use, and show 
that they were doing all that could be 
done for the lepers. He moved, there- 
fore that Dr. Oliver be instructed 
to 


pick a half dozen patients at the set- 
tlement and make experiments with the 
tua tua plant, and report monthly to 
the Board of Health. 
Dr. Cooper did 


not believe it was necessary to bring 
the lepers to the Kalihi station, but the 
tests could be made on Molokai just as 
well, and could be continued there for 
years If need be. in order that the ef- 
ficacy of the remedy could 
be 
fnllT 


tested. Dr. Pratt was instructed to 
send a large quantity of the tua tua 
plant to Dr. Oliver and will forward it 
on the next steamer, which goes to- 
morrow.
